"Engines" 
was the 5\ibject dwelt on by the 
president in his Iftcture. 

There are two types of cnpines tn 
tJse on the modern plane, the ."pocus- 
•r' stated, the radlaJ and the "In lino." 
The "In line" motors are used mostly 
!n Enelandi ■whUe the radial type U 
favored '.n the United State. «. The 
outstanding "In line"', motors at pro- 
■ sent in tise in Cansda on the llglit 
planes !s the Cirrus, ■while an ex- 
ample -of the radial la the t\'rlcht 
Whirltrind. 

The fotir cycle motor was then ex- 
Tilalned. The ençine taken as a 
model by the speaker was the Lj-nx. 
a radiaJ motor made by the Ami- 
strong Siddeley people^ Th* ra4ial 
motor has a rotarj- erankJhaft, as In 
oohtrast with the rotary motor 
which has a stationary crankshaft. 
The operation of this rotating crajik- 
shaft was dwelt on at some lemrth 
by the SE>eaker. 

The president then gave. a. brlti 
description of the carbureter, es- 
plaininc the fan method of blowin? 
t-aporlsed gas mixture Into the In- 
take pipes. This was followed by a 
Bhort description of the overhead 
valves as in use at prosent In *ll 
■aeroplsne c-ncine! . 

The nest tppic was the lubrica- 
tion system. On the Lynx, this Is a 
force feed system worked by two 
pumps, one for forciiiB the ?11 
through all parte to bé lubrlca.ted 
whore it is carried by grooves In the 
bearing parts and the other for col- 
lecting trie oil. forcing it throurh a 
filter and P'ending it back to the 
main pump. The ignition syslcro was 
tiext described, and the firing order 
on the Lynx was given as folio»-»: 
1.3.5,7,r.4,C. while tiiat on the Clmis 
1b a,3,:,4. 

Tbo speakw ne?:t diiicutised the 
caro of engines. After en-erj- ten 
hours of running, the .spark plugs 
should bo rt-nir.\ed, .cleo.ned. £.r.ti gajis 
reset where necessary. All oil and 
petrol fillers should be cleaned to- 
Kether with n.ny othrr filtering In the 
system. After cvory 20 houis of 
running, in addition to the above- 
mentionod, the contact breakers 
should be cleaned, and the gap.<! ad- 
justed. The tappet clearances should 
be checkt-d up. the cylinder locklns 
rings Hiioulfl l,c adjusted, and the 
cylinder hoadp should be tested .for 
slackness.

Tlic weekly meeiins uf ihe JouriiiU 
Club in Physics was held yesterday 
afternoon in the .Mai'Oonald Physic* 
I Buildini?. .^I;-. .1 Votins read a 
{ [xapor on "Modern Uese.irch Work 
VVlih Quartz". He pointed out varioua 
results which have been obtained by 
many modern research workers, ami 
ho used slides to illusirato those re- 
sults. 

Jlr. 11. 'W. Harkncss then read ;t 
paper on "Soil Temperatures', This 
paper was based on the results of ex- 
periments carried on a: ilio University 
of iSuskaichowan during the year 1922- 
19-3. Mr. Harkncss also inado uso of 
slides to iliustrato these results. Two 
of these' slides/ wore graphs which 
showed Iho offecl of temporatmo on 
soil, the results of which wore obtain- 
ed by the uso of eight recording ther- 
mometers. These 'ho.-momoters wero 
placed vertically .at distances of ono 
foot apart in a hole about eight fee; 
deep, KeaJings which wero taken at 
regular intervals wero drawn graphi- 
cally, and these wero shown by slides. 
This was pan of tho experiment car- 
ried on at '.ho L'niversity of Sa.'skat- 
chewaii lo show the effect of toiupcra- 
turc on soil.

IIul still ilic 
magnificent gift wliich tiuy be the entering wedco for tlic 
cotnptcte emancipation of American universities from 
iiifantile staïulatùs is worth .-. tow dancers. Students of 
education will iiavo an intense concern in tho Harvard of 
the next few years.

Xotwitli.'iianding the deft;at of the 
l)ropo.sal to sell oeer in the McGill Union, as 
evidenced by th« .straw vote last week, the 
matter seems to be of sufficient importance to 
arouse discussion in our sister University in 
Toronto. Telegraph advices indicate that the 
matter it^ at lUri.senl arou.sing juttl as rnwh dis- 
cussion t'nen now a.s it did here last week, 
with the .-.anie main ajguments being advanced 
on both sides, W'e can recommend to that es- 
timable journal, The Varsity, the plan of con- 
ducting a straw vote. Jt proved very success- 
ful! here. We might aLfo remark, that if they 
could iiold t'f.eir f'ounci! ele<.-iionK oji the ^anie 
day, they would, as v.e did, ]y.»ll a lieavier vote 
than has been sepii for some time. 

Without exjji c-.-jsiiig any opinion as tu the 
advisability of .selling beer in the Unions of the 
Canadian Universities, we can safely say that 
we are glad to see the matter come up in othej- 
Unive)-.~ii ii;.- our own. Il is a matter which 
can JioL be disi;)iteSfcd lightly by either faction, 
whether on the ground of thii'st on the one side 
or of morality on the othej-. It would no l)e sur- 
prising to see the serdiut expressed liei'e I'e- 
versed in some other colleges, nor would sucli 
a verdict ne(;e.s.sa)'ily indicate a marked opinion 
one way or the other. Of far more \'alue than 
the actual results of these votes are the rea- 
sons advanced on the one side and the other by 
the jji'opagaiidists, l>e£ore the matter is ta)cen 
to the polls. If it is the opinion of Canadian 
Univei-.sity .students that the reaction of the 
public toward such a measure will be the same 
here as it is i^i European countries, thej e would 
seem to be little reasonable excuse for banning 
the .se)vj)ig of Ibis l.)everage in reasonable 
cLuantitie.'j. Jf, on tlie contrary, any general 
opinion among .the students of the various Uni- 
versities seems to indicate the reputation of 
these UniversitiCa would suffej- as a resuJt of 
such a measuj-e, it ought to be definitely and Ir- 
j-eyocably quashed.

RHODES SCHOLARSHIPS 

j .Vcvada is confronted with the probability of sending a 
I Rhodes scholar to Oxford this year, for the last time in 
.c-.tral decade?. This change is t>cing precipitated by a bill 
' that has been introduced into the I'.nplisli parliament, ,isk- 
; ing that the 32 Kliolarships annijally awarded in the United 
I Stat*s be selected through a plan whereby the country 
Î v.-il) be divided into eight primary divisions, to which the 
[ .;r,'cr therein will send their candidates: the district 
; rominittec to choose each year four men who would be 
presented to it. Under the present melliod, each State in 
the Union is allowwl to send two men every three years to 
Oxford, and Nevada being a small Slate in population and 
receiving the same representation given the more densely 
populated states, profits much under the plan now in force. 

It tnay l>c easily perceived that if Nevada were grouped 
iu a district with such states as California, Oregon, Wash- 
ington, etc., that its Kliodes representation would be indeed 
tli^lit. Til'; t.'iiivcrsities of California, Oregon and 
W asinii^lo!: ahwie have a student enrollincnl of something 
like ''/),Wj ogainsf a possible thousand at the University of 
.Vcvada. J'jis would be interpreted as indicatiijg that if Ihc 
Sagebriisli slate were forttmatc it would receive two 
scholariiliips a century. The prosp^cif, v.iili more slate.s 
included in tho western district, might even be more dismal 
tlian this.

Journal Suggests Changes 

The Unlvëfally* Hatchet, official organ ot the student body at Goorse 
Washington Unlvorsity, says editorially;— 

George Waslilngton llnlvcrslly is now (it the point whoro football 
must either bo dropped as a varsity sport or built up to par with the 
atandard ot the University and actlvillos. " 

Ono very constructive suggestion has already been mad* and Is now 
being acted upon. This suggestion . calls for a program of oompulsory 
physical education for under-closamen with a view towards developing 
football men nblo to enter Into inter-colloglato compétition. 

A system of this Hind might woll bo used, .iiid, without doubt. v.'oiiUl 
bo found to bo very successful In tho ostablLthment and administration ot 
tntcr-miiral sports, but whothor any > team of varsity strength could bo 
devoloyed in this manner Js highly problematical. It must bo kept In 
mind that over ono-htilf of tho students attend nttcrnoon classes, and bo- 
euuso of IIiIm l':u l would imt fall under tho above roptiiliitlpn. 

A gooil .>oliitU'ii to tlio wliolo iirolilem mishi bo found in t.liu orsiiiil- 
zalion of an .Mniiiiii -Vtlik'ili; Assoclallon. An a.saoclallon of alumni 
could taUo tho wliolo burilcn ut varsity football oft the hands of tho Uni. 
vorsity udmlnistrution and leave it free to direct Its energy and money 
towards tilings mijro closely related to scholastic activity. Upon a sur- 
voy vt tho leading colleges and unlver.sltles ot tho country It will bo 
fourni lliut llielr varsity ti\iiii« liavn tho Ivaeldnt.: ot a larpo aliimnl orKa- 
niîalion; the alumni In a large moasiuo control llic poison nol ot llio squad 
und promote the ciimes.
